AMERICAN DOUGHBOYS

NEW WESTERN FRONT OFFENSIVE 
MAY SIGNAL BEGINNING OF AN 
ALL-OUT ALLIED DRIVE FOR KILL

The great now 
drive 
launched 


by the U. S. First ftrmy In the 
Aachen sector of the Western front 
today may signal the beginning of 
an all-out allied offensive to make 
a quick kill. 


The Germans themselves have 


been predicting a general assault, 
and the signs tend to confirm this 
forecast. 
Certainly it may he ex- 


pected that General Eisenhower 
will take advantage of every min- 
ute of the customarily good fight- 
Ing weather of October, before win- 
ter lays its heavy hand on Europe. 


The Aachen sector provides one 


of tho most logical routes into the 
Fatherand. It's a tough route, but 
once the mighty Rhine has been 
spanned In the Cologne area, It 
leads into a 
rolling 
countryside 


which is well adapted to tank op- 
orations and fast movement. Here, 
too, lies one of the world's greatest 
Industrial zones. 


One would expect Eisenhower to 


stagger 
his attacks at strategic 


points throughout tho length of the 
460-mile front. This would increase 
Hitler'* difficulty ol finding re- 


serves for defense, and enable Gen- 
eral Ike to develop weak points. 
The phenomenon of the heavy 


German counter-attacks through-

fourth of July, near Mr. Stewart's 
steam mill. Crowds could be seen 
coming and constantly arriving at 
the little log school-house, which is 
ituated in a beautiful grove, and I 
^resents a picturesque appearance i 
—the very place for the occasion. ' 


Military companies were perform- 


ng their evolutions, 
candidates 


electioneering, gals and boys court- 
ng—I reckon they courted—can't 
.ell. But I can tell you about the 
barbecue !n a word—It was good. 


Mr. Croft Speaks. 


We didn't know Col. Johnson but 


was introduced to him, and soon 
earned by his act and stentorian 
voice, that he was the gentleman 
who was bossing the affair.

pay? 


A jobless veteran who had 90 


days' military service since Sept 
IB 
1940, nnd wns honorably dis- 


charged. Tf he was dc.scharged be- 
fore serving 90 days becnuso ol a 
service-incurred dlsabibllty, he Is 
credited with 90. 


Where does ho apply for the 


pay? 


He applies at the nearest U. 3. 


Employment Service office or at 
the local—stnte or county—unem- 
ployment office. 


What's tho timo limit? 


Within Two Years 


The unemployment 
must 
have 


started within two yenrs after dis- 
charge from the armed services, 
or within iwo year after tho end 
of the wnr, whichever is later. 


For how many weeks can a vet- 


eran draw federal unemployment 
pny? 


For ench of his first three months 


(00) 
dnvs of service, he is allow- 


ed 8 weeks' unemployment pay, or 
a total of 24 weeks for his first 
three months 
of 
service. 
This 


means, of course, that ho must 
have been unemployed nil of those 
24 weeks in order to draw that 
much pay. If he's jobless only one 
week, then he gets only one week's 
pny. 


But for every month of service, 


after those first three months, ho 
is allowed one month's pny. Sup- 
pose a veteran had served four 
months. Then for the first thive 
months he would he entitled to 24 
weeks' pny hut 
for 
the 
fourth 


month onlv one month's pay, or a 
total of 28 weeks. 


What nre the rules? 


Twenty Per Week 


A completely unemployed veter- 


nn gets $20 a week. If partly em- 
ployed, he gets the difference be- 
tween his wage nnd tho weekly al- 
lowance, plus $3. For example: 


He earns $10. Subtract the J3 


mentioned above 
from 
the $10. 


That leaves $7. Then subtract the 
$7 from tho $20. That leaves $13. 
His unemployment pay then would 
be $13. Thus his total weekly In- 
come would be $23. 


A self-employed veteran 
whose 


net earnings nre less than SIM n 
month can get this compensation, 
too. 
He receives the difference be- 


tween $100 and his net earnings 
foi the past month. For example: 
Last month he earned $50 not. The 
government will give him $50. But, 
like the jobless veteran, tho Belt- 
employed 
veteran 
enrning 
loss 


than $100 net monthly can draw 
no more than the maximum $20 
weekly. 


In order to get the pny, what 


must a jobless veteran do? 


He must register nt a public em- 


ployment office, be able to work 
and he available for suitable work. 
Illness or disability, which occurs 
during a period of unemployment 
for which allowance already have 
started, will not disqualify him. 


Whnt would disqualify him from 


receiving unemployment pay? 


Disqualification Causes 


If he leaves suitable work vol- 


untarily and without good cause, 
if he Is suspended or discharged 
for misconduct, if ho falls without 
good cause to apply for suitable 
work to which he has been refer- 
red hy n public employment office 
or to nccept suitable work when 
offered. 


But these disqualifications begin 
the week in which the disqualifica- 
tions occurred and continue for the 
four weeks 
Immediately follow- 


ing. 
After that 4-week period the 


veteran could got unemployment 
pny. 


A veteran Is 
also 
disqualified 


for any week in which unemploy- 
ment Is duo to a work stoppage 
caused by a labor dispute Involving 
tho veteran. 


What about veterans who also 


draw state unemployment pay? 


Some veterans will not qualify 


under state 
unemployment pay 


rules. They will have to depend 
entirely upon the federal govern- 
ment pay. 


Some will qualify 
under 
both 


federal and state systems. In that 
case, the money the veteran drew 
from the state would be subtract- 
ed from his federal allowance.
